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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Ron Schoenbaum on January 27, 2005. 

The application is amended as follows: 

6(currently amended) A method for delivering content to a consumer having a personal 
computer, said personal computer having a memory and a visual display, said personal 
computer being able to communicate with the Internet, said method comprising: 

providing a wallpaper desktop program operational on the personal 
computer for displaying one or more wallpaper images on the visual display; 

placing a wallpaper image file in the memory of the personal computer, 
said wallpaper image file being capable of being displayed as a wallpaper image 
on the visual display by said wallpaper desktop program; 

selecting a clickable icon file based at least in part, on a profile of a user 
of the personal computer, wherein the clickable icon file is selected by a program 
module that runs on a server and communicates with the wallpaper desktop 
program over a computer network; 

in response to selection of the clickable icon file bv the program module. 
placing at least on e the clickable icon file into the memory of the personal 
computer, said clickable icon file being capable of being displayed as a clickable 
icon on the visual display by said wallpaper desktop program; 

displaying said wallpaper image on the visual display; and 

displaying said clickable icon with said wallpaper image, said clickable 
icon being persistently displayed on a desktop of the personal computer: whereby 
if said clickable icon is activated by the consumer, said wallpaper desktop 
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program causes the personal computer to access a predetermined web site on the 
Internet that provides an option to purchase an item associated with said 
wallpaper image. 

48. (currently amended) A method for marketing a hard copy of an image, such as a 
poster, print, or the like, to a consumer having a personal computer, said personal 
computer having a memory and a visual display, said personal computer being able to 
communicate with the Internet, said method comprising: 

Providing a wallpaper desktop program operational on the personal computer for 
displaying one or more wallpaper images on the visual display; 

Placing a wallpaper image file in the memory of the personal computer, said 
wallpaper image file being capable of being displayed as a wallpaper image on the visual 
display by said wallpaper desktop program; 

Placing at least one clickable icon file into the memory of the personal computer, 
said clickable icon file based, at least in part, on a profile of a user of the personal 
computer, wherein the clickable icon file is selected by a program module that runs on a 
server and communicates with the wallpaper desktop program over a computer network; 
said clickable icon file being capable of being displayed as a clickable icon on the visual 
display by said wallpaper desktop program 

Displaying said wallpaper image on the visual display, 

Displaying said clickable icon with said wallpaper image, said clickable icon 
being capable of being activated by the consumer, whereby, if said clickable icon is 
activated, said wallpaper desktop program causes the personal computer to access a 
predetermined web site on the Internet where the consumer can purchase a hard copy of 
said wallpaper image; 

Providing a wallpaper web site through which the consumer may view a 
wallpaper image prior to placing said wallpaper image file into the memory of the 
personal computer, 
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Providing a consumer preference form at said wallpaper web site, and requiring 
the consumer to provide information to said form prior to placing said wallpaper image 
. file into the memory of the personal computer, and 

using th e information from said form to d e t e rmin e identifying additional 
wallpaper images of interest to the consume r based at least in part, on consumer 
preference data provided via said form, and for periodically transmitting to the personal 
computer a notice that said additional wallpaper images are available for downloading to 
the memor y, wherein the step of identifying the additional wallpaper images is performed 
bv a program module which runs on a server system that communicates over a network 
with the personal computer . 

51 . (currently amended) A method of providing content to a consumer having a personal 
computer with a visual display, the method comprising: 

providing a wallpaper desktop program operational on the personal computer for 
displaying one or more wallpaper images on the visual display; 

selecting a wallpaper image to display on the visual display of the personal 
computer, said wallpaper image represented by a wallpaper image file; 

selecting a clickable image to display within the wallpaper image on the visual 
display of the personal computer, said clickable image represented by a clickable 
image file, and being associated with a URL, wherein the clickable image is selected 
by a comput e r program module b ased at least in part, on user profile dat a, wherein 
the program module runs on a server system that communicates over a computer 
network with the wallpaper desktop program: 

embedding the clickable image within the wallpaper image by combining file 
code of the clickable image file with file code of the wallpaper image file, to generate 
a modified wallpaper image that includes the clickable image; and 

displaying the modified wallpaper image on the visual display as desktop 
wallpaper such that selection of the clickable image causes the personal computer to 
access the URL. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims MO, 21-29, and 48-62 Are allowed 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, USPN 6,101,529 to Chrabaszcz, teaches a wallpaper database from which a 
user could pull wallpaper images from based upon a user profile set up by the user. The 
server performs the operation of selecting wallpapers based on a user profile; however 
the wallpaper database program taught by Chrabaszcz fails to teach or suggest a 
wallpaper desktop program which includes a module stored on a server and capable of 
selecting a clickable icon file based on a user profile and persistently displaying said 
clickable icon with said wallpaper image, whereby if said clickable icon is activated by 
the consumer, said wallpaper desktop program causes the computer to access a 
predetermined URL. The reference, USPN 5,905,492 to Straub et al., discloses a method 
of dynamically updating themes, which provides themed enhancements that can add text, 
hyperlinks, images, and other multimedia resources consistent with the theme to better 
convey factual information relating to the theme's topic. However, the theme 
enhancements are not provided by a server based on a user profile and persistently 
displayed with said wallpaper image for embedding into a desktop wallpaper system 

In reference to independent claim 1, the combination of claimed features, which 
include the wallpaper desktop program that displays wallpaper images, the program 
module located and running on the server that selects a clickable icon based on a profile 
of a user of the wallpaper desktop program, and the merging of the wallpaper image with 
the clickable icon for presentation on a display, whereby the consumer could activate the 
clickable icon and cause the wallpaper desktop program to access a predetermined URL 
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is not shown in the prior art of record and would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have combined the prior art of record to come up with 
applicant's claimed invention.
